THE OWNERS’ STATEMENT. 


The outstanding feature of the statement regarding 
the strike settlement whith was vesterday issued on behalf 
‘of the shipowners is that it says so very little either about 
the merits of the dispute or the justice or otherwise of the 
terms eventually agreed upon. ‘There appears to have been 
an attempt on the part of those who drafted it to be 
diplomatic, and the result is that we have a rather colour- 
less and a somewhat confusing document. The manner in 
which the tabulated schedule accompanying the report is 
drawn up, is suggestive of an effort tocreate the impres- 
sion that the men have not really secured very much after 
all, but this contrasts rather curiously with at least one 
comment ‘on the report which appears to imply that the 
owners were impelled by the seriousness of the situation to 
concede more than was reasonable. That there was justice 
in some of the men’s demands for higher wages is admitted 
by the statement that in regard to those companies which 
‘had not raised the scale in recent years the general opinion 
; pf the Companies was that.” substantial concessions should 
made by such lines.” Incidentally, that effectually 
offsets “ the general impression” (to quote the Duily Presa) 
“that the seamen as a whole were well paid before the 
strike. 

Figures, we know, can be made to prove almost any- 
thing. Everything depends upon the angle from which 
ove regards a given set of statistics and just what it is 
that one wants to prove by them. Mr. Sutherland has 

« been looking at the settlement figures from the owrers’ 
standpoint, and the tables preparec_for him bear evidence 
of that fact. They set out the men's original demands, 
together with the accepted terms, and there is then a table 
showing to what extent the settlement terms reflect re- 
ductiony on the men’s initial demands. Regarding the 
increases which the owners had to make on their original 
offer, there are no figures given at all. That fact rather 
discounts Mr. Sutherland’s destription of the schedule as “a 
correct and impartial’ resume of the Agreement arrived at,’” 
However, we have done a little calculation of our own on 
this point, and we find therefrom that, whilst the re- 
ductions on the seamen's original demands vary from 25 to 
65.2 per cent., the increases on the owners’ original offer 
range from 2) to 100 per cent. That is what an impartial 
reading of the settlement figures reveals. 

There is no reference whatever in th 
Government pressure on the owners, the presumption from 
which is that there was none. But there is one 
‘observation which suggests that the pressure of circum- 
stances caused the owners to give way more than they felt 
they ought. To paraphrase that observation by giving it 
‘a positive rather than negative character, it contends that 
the owners, in making the concessions which they did, 
were chiefly influenced by the commercial hold-ap and the 
hardships entailed on those entirely disinterested in the 
dispute. That reads es if the wages question were settled 


@ report to 


not on its merits, but principally to end a crisis which was 
injuring the whole Colony. That may be so, of course, but 
how does that attitude square with the shipowners’ repeat- 
ed asstirances that the settlement was reached’ by the 
parties meeting ‘halfway? In any case, if the situation 
become grave, the conclusion canpot be ‘escaped that 
the owners, by ignoring the Union's first demands, were 
primarily to blame. It ill-becomes them, therefore, to pose 
as making concessions in order to end a situation.which 
might never have arisen but for their initial silence. 
" Parentaetically, we shall.look to the fuller report, which 
is promised, for some rcference to the ignored letters from 
» the Union.* Summing up the whole matter as impartially 
and judicially as we are able, we should say -that the’ men 
‘asked for more. than they hoped to get; that the owners 
Offered less than they wera prepared. to concede; and -that 
. bad the’ parties established close contact earlier than th 
did, there isa strong probability that the strike would

The griev- 
ances of Russians under Chinese 
jurisdiction have been aggravated 
by China’s unpreparedness for 
taking over the judicial function. 
The steps that are said to be on 
foot at Shanghai should at least 
go some way towards minimising 
this obstacle. That there are 

numerous matters nesding stten- 
tion before China will be in'a 
position to administer law- upon 
modern pricciples is illustralled 
by the petition’ to the Chinese 

Government of the Lawyers’ 
Association of Peking, which con- 
tains a lengthy list of proposed 
reforms, :

Prohibition Indeed! 


Whatever we may think of 
Prohibition in a general sense, 
none excepting the most bigoted 
of -teetotallers would prevont 
the use. of alcohol for 
medical purposes.. Yet that
